New York, Aug. 31.— The Heruld this 
morning has the followihjj. cable advices 
from Chili : General BasVpicdano has been 
recognized ua the president ad interim of 
the republic by the members of the junta 
here. 

The government troops at Concopcion, 
Tulcahtianaand otlier plates huve notified tiie 
congreHsionalist authorises that they have 
finished fighting and are ready to obey 
orders from the junta, and only Coquinibo 
promises to make trouhlo. 

All that remains to be (lone now is to put 
down sporadic cases of disorder, bring to 
trial audi of tlie Balnpicedist officers as 
have been guilty of outrige and tyranny, 
and prepare for an election which will again 
give the republic an uni|Ueationed constitu- 
tional government. j 

Bulniaceda lias escaped, to Buenos Ayres. 
Flo left Santiago, according to the news re- 
ceived by Sonor (iodoy, Saturday morning, 
with six carriages containing bis family and 
valuables. 

Several prominent government officials 
will be shot to-morrow after trial by mar- 
tial law. 

Referring to the silver ship i en", (Jodoy 
snys H'almacedo bought the Italian steamer 
Aquila, at Montevideo) but the owners re- 
quired cash. The United .States Navy De- 
partment refused to allow tho Baltimore 
to carry the money for him. British Min- 
ister Kennedy obtained permission for the 
Espiegle to convey the isinc to the Eng- 
lish bank, at Montevideo. The steamer 
was bought for £140,000, of which i'00,000 
was to be used to furnish fixtures and 
guns. The Aquila was 10 ho fitted nut as a 
cruiser. The bullion has gone to England. 
Balmaceda's officials at Coquinibo have cut 
the English cable there, and refused to sur- 
render, and will make a fight. The 
Esmeralda, with the Lynch, gms to Co- 
quinibo, to-night. A transport, with troops, 
will follow. 

The procurator fiscal, who prosecuted the 
ca>es against the men who were to be in the 
plot to blow up the torpedo boats Ahnirunte 
Lynch and Almirante Condell, and tho 
transport Imperial, which resulted) in tho 
execution of dimming and two others, was 
taken out aud shot to-day. 

The presence of political refugees on 
board the American and German warships 
has been the cause" of fv^ni.l conferences 
and much ill-feeling, Formal demand for 
the surrender of the refugees was made, 
yesterday, on the United States and Ger- 
man admirals. 

After a conference the two navy officers 
informed the authorities that they would 
decline to surrender the men unless proper 
guarantees were given that their lives would 
bo safe until they hud a fair trial. 

Washington City, Aug. 111.— The official 
confirmation of BalniaceaVs fall reached 
the state and navy departments this morn- 
ing. Acting Secretary Wharton received 
the following cablegram : 

Valparaiso, Aug. .'10, B:30 p.m.— Balma- 
ceda turned over the government to Bus- 
quedauo and has lied. Canto goes to San- 
tiago, to-night, to assume control until the 
arrival of the junta from Iquiqui. (lood 
order here. 

(Signed) McCllERRY, Consul. 

Acting Secretary Set-ley al-.o received 
the following cablegram from Admiral 
Brown : 

Valparaiso, Aug. 30.— The President of 
Chili surrendered the government to the 
Chilian General, Basquedano, and ho has 
left Santiago. Valparaiso is well organized. 
The foreign forces have re-embarked. 

(Signed) Browx. 

The above is somewhat obscure, but it is 
interpreted at the departments to mean 
that the police force in Valparaiso is so well 
organized as to relieve foreign admirals 
from the further necessity of keeping their 
marines on shore duty. 

Nkw YoBK, Aug. 31. — The World prints 
in a Valparaiso special the statement that 
the insurgents owe their success in a great 
measure to the skill ami experience of Col. 
Keopev, who was brought from Germany by 
the Chilian government as instructor in 
modern warfare, but who quarreled with 
Balmnceda and gave his services to the op- 
position. 

The lighting was not only fierce but 



fiendish. The bodies of Balmacedun (len- 
erals Barbosa and Alcerreca, who fell in the 
hottest part of the engagement, were fright- 
fully mutilated. At sundown a riotous mob 
of laborers, united with a rabble of deserters 
from the government, tot on fire and looted 
many buildings on tho outer cuds of the 
city belonging to Balmaceda's partis ms. 
Fourteen fires raged all night but are now 
under control. Two million dollars' worth 
of property has been destroyed. The city 
echoed all last night with rifle reports, and 
this morning the bodies of 200 rioters and 
pillagers littered the streets.

The adjourned meeting' of the Board of 
School Trustees was held last night, Mr. C. 
Hay ward in the chair. There were present 
Trustees Jessop, McLaughlin, McConnan, 
Richards and Morrow. 

After the reading and adoption of min 
ule3, 

In answer to Trustee Richards, who com 
pUineil of a communication having ap- 
peared in the Colonist beforo it had been 
presented here, 

The SECRETARY said that he had given to 
a Colonist representative the purport of a 
letter which had appeared in that paper 
this morning. 

It was ordered that communications be 
not given to the press in advance. 

The secretary read a letter from the 
Deputy Provincial Secretary cncloiiug re- 
port of the Superintendent of Education on 
the application of the Board of Trustees to 
have certain teachers who hid been pro- 
vided for on the estimates placed at the dis- 
posal of the Board for employment at James 
Hay, Hill Side and Spring Ridge. Tho 
letter and report stated that to accede to 
tho request of the Trustees was unadvis- 
able, and that to do so would constitute an 
undesirable precedent; besides the "teachers 
would be required in the schools for which 
they had been piovided. 
The communication was received. 
A letter was presented from the Superin- 
tendent of Education in answer to a com- 
munication of the Hoard, declining to in- 
crease the number of grades in the central 
school, and 6iiying that, as soon as the aug- 
mented accommodation recommended by 
the Council of Public Instruction had been 
provided, three additional monitors would 
be at the disp- sal of the Trustees. 

TRUSTEE McLauchlan b aid it had never 
been the desire of the board to have the 
number of grades in the Central school in- 
creased. All that it was wished to do was 
to divide the grades and carry them on 
with teachers of equal standing. He did 
not see the necessity of having the grades 
further divided and placed under mon- 
itors. 

The communication was laid on tho table. 
Crane, McGregor & Hoggs wrote asking 
for a shnre of the school insurance patrou- 
uge. Received and placed on file. 

Several applications for positions on the 
teaohiug staff were received and laid ou the 
table. 

Jacob Sehl wrote offering to supply the 
different schools with desks, as did also a 
Vancouver firm. 

MB. m'connan's .motion. 
The next order was the consideration of 
Trustee McConnan's motion made at the 
last meeting of the board with respect to 
the qualification of teachers of tho High 
school. This the board had determined 
should be inquired into, not by a committee 
of the whole, but at the next (the present) 
meeting of the board. 

Trustees Richards and Morrow re- 
flected upon the fact of Trustee McConnan 
having been unwilling to proceed with his 
charges before the Board, and called onhinl 
to state his charges. 

Trustee McConnan paid he had made 
no charges. He hud merely laid before the 
Board what he had been informed was the 
common opinion with regard to tlie 
teachers. I 

TRUSTEE MORROW said the teachers were 
here to answer the charges of 'Trustee Mc- 
Connan, and it was not fair to treat them 
in this way. 

Trustee McConnan replied that he had 
made no charges. '1 he teachers referred to 
were duly certificated ; but the teacher of 
th" second chi«s, it was «abl, was not. qimli. 
fed !o 'each English. Perhaps it would be 
thought better to place him els 3 where, and 
similar questions had been raised with res- 
pect to others. The things he referred to 
had been distinctly stated to himself and to 
others. 

In answer to the chairman. 

Trustee McConnan declined to state 
who had made the' charges, or spoken to 
him on the subject. The members of the 
board had undertaken to alter his motion, 
so as to change lllO character of the inquiry, 
and he refused to go on. 

The Chairman— Then it is nothing b.-.t 
tittle-tattle. 

Trustee McConnan— It is not tittle- 
tattle. The board has allowed statements 
to go abroad to the effect that ho was afraid 
to proceed, and that he was under the con- 
trol of Hon. Mr. Robson. There was .no 
such thing, and he repudiated the reflec- 
tion. 

Truster Riohards said it was a duty 
which Trustee McConnan owed the public, 
to have a public inquiry. He ought to have 
satisfied himself as to tlie truth of the 
charges before he made them. But it was 
shown that there was no ground for the in- 
vest igil ion. He was unable to produce 
proof, and iiis conduct in this matter 
was most unfair lo I he teachers, who 
council inquiry. He would move "that 
inasmuch as Trustee McConnan declines to 
produce in public any proof to substantiate 
the statements made by him to the Hoard 
regarding I he qualifications of the teachers 
of the High School ; be it therefore tesolvod 
that in the opinion of the Board all the 
teachers of the High School are properly 
qualified by virtue of the certificates they 
now hold to fill tlie respective positions 
they ooeupy, and that they have tho con. 
fiilence of this Board," He added, that if 
at any time Trustee Me Counan wished to 
inquire into the matter, he w ould meet with 
every assistance from the Board. 

Trustee Morrow seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

Trustee McConnan said that this was 
what he had expected. He had nothing to 
retract. It was quite possible for teachers 
lo have certificates and yet not be qualilied 
to leach tho classes in certain rooms. 
Teachers should he fully qualified for the 
work, and if their qualifications Mere 
assailed they should be inquired into. If 



the hoard were not prepared to take up the 
matter in committee of the whole ho de- 
clined to go on. 

TRUSTEE Richards held that it was the 
duty of the Superintendent of Education to 
see that teachers were qualified, and if they 
were not qualified they ought not to teach. 

Trustee JeSSof- said that it might not 
have been good policy for Trustee McCon- 
nan to have made his charges, but ibere 
should be no vote of censure passed ou him 
on this account. Two wrongs did not make 
a right, and it waa not right for Trustee 
Riohards to bring on a vote of censure. It 
would be decitledly better to let the matter 
drop. He was not disposed to vote in favor 
of the motion. 

TitUHTKE McLavohi^n contended that 
there was no necessity tu have a vote. The 
teachers had their qualifications certified by 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
and they had, in addition, the confideuoo of 
the Hoard. He was prepared to allow Mr. 
McConnan or any other trustee to hold an 
investigation, and lie was not prepared te 
voto a ceiibure upon any member for express- 
ing his opinion, holding, as he did, his right 
to bring up the conduct of any teacher, if 
he saw fit. On the other hand, if any 
member forgot himself and acted in nn im- 
proper manner, he should be prepared to 
pass a vote of censure upon him. 

Trustee Rioijards — This is not u vote 
of censure. 

The motion was carried. 

In regard to the investigation of Inst 
week into the charges preferred by Mr. J. 
P. McLeod, principal of the High school, 

TRUSTEE SIcLaUOIILAN said that he con- 
sidered, though there had been other "wit- 
nesses to examine, that there had been 
brought out all that was necessary, suffi- 
cient for the trustees to form their conclu- 
sions upon. He had therefore prepared the 
following series of resolutions, which ho hail 
bated upon tho evidence : 

" 1 — That this Board finds, on investiga- 
tion, that the city schools are too often 
graded, not according to the attainments of 
the scholars, but according to the capacities 
of the school buildings. 

" 2— That the High rehool was unsatis- 
factorily examined at the end of last tcrw, 
that it is badly grided, and that, contrary 
to precedent, the principal hns beendcprtTcd 
of the privilege of grading it. 

" 3— This Board deprecates tho practice 
of the Education Department, at the half- 
yearly examinations of tho schools, in 
making use of teachers of a lower grade to 
examine teachers' work of a higher grade, 
" mainly with the view that the Depart- 
ment may determino how well each teacher 
has performed his duties, uind whether in- 
telligent instruction -has been given. 

"4 — That it is not in the interest of city 
schools that, contrary to the method of the. 
Educational Department formerly', the writ- 
ten replies of pupils at the last hiiH-yeurly- 
examinations aro withheld from the inspec- 
tion of teachers. 

"5 — That us the practices mentioned ini 
tho foregoing resolutions show evils inimi- 
cal to the education of the rising generation 
of this city, this board respectfully hogs 
that the Hon. the Council of Public In- 
struction will take steps to prevent a recur- 
rence of tho evils mentioned, and thereby 
maintain,. in public estimation, that confi- 
dence in a school system, which, in this- 
city, has been hitherto its boast and pride. 

"(I — That a copy of the foregoing be for- 
wa riled to the Council of Public Iustrac- 
tion." 

TRUSTEE McLai-uhlan remarked that 
the last resolution contained l he principles 
which all acknowledged, and brought them 
belore the Council of Instruction for it to 
deal with the matter as it thought fit. The 
provincial system was an excellent one, and 
H member of this Board had reason to look 
back with pride to having been connected 1 
with its inception. Wo had a system 
supei ior to many, equalled by few and al- 
most surpassed by none. 'The gentleman 
be referred to had every reason to be looked, 
on as the father of that system. 

Trustee Jessop seconded the resolution, 
remarking that it seemed to him that the 
deductions had been correctly drawn. No 
harm could come from passing it, and, per- 
haps, good would come from it. It wsb onr 
duty lo safeguard and increase the eflicicucy 
of our system. He felt tlattered by the re- 
ference»made to him by Trustee MoLaugh- 
lan. The resolution put an. end lo what 
had been a lengthened and disagreeable 
matter 

The resolution was adopted. 

The communication of assistant Provincial 
Secretary Rcddie on the subject of the 
placing of the teachers provided for in 
the appropriations, at the disposal of the 
Hoard, and the offer to supply additional 
monitors having como up, a long 
discussion look place, in which ex 
ceptton was taken to the employment of 
monitors m the higher divisions, which 
ought to be controlled by teachers of equal 
qualifications. It was resolved that tho 
architect be instructed to prepare plans for 
the enlargement of the James Hay, Spring; 
Ridge and Hillside schools by next meet- 
ing. 

Tenders were opened for the Victoria 
West School, and action upon them dcferied 
to next meeting. 

The Hoard adjourned till Tuesday ncx-t.

METHODIST EXTENSIONS 



Laying of the Foundation Stone of 
tliu Centennial Methodist (JliuvcU 
on the Gorge Road. 



Addresses by Ministers of Other De- 
nominations—Evidences of Good 
Christian Fellowship. 



The ceremonies attendant on the laying 
of the foundation stone of the new " Cen- 
tennial " Methodist church on the Gorge 
Road were remarkable for the signs of 
good Christian fellowship which they 
evidenced and for the heartiness with which 
the members and adherents of Uie church 
and their friends entered into the spirit of 
the proceedings. The pastor of the church, 
<Rev J. H. White, presided over the ser- 
vices, and on the platform with him were 
Hon. John Robson, the Venerable Bishop 
Cridge, Revs. P. MoF. Macleod, M. L. 
Rugg, Joseph Hall, C. W. Townsend, 
Coverdale Watson and J. E. Gardiner, 
.Messrs. Noah Shakespeare, D. Spencer, A. 
J. McLellnn, Dr. Bull (Toronto), T. 
Hooper, T. G. Rayner, J. Thomas, W. H. 
Hone, M. Humber, Thomas Bradbury, etc., 
with many ladies. After a few remarks by 
4he Rev. J. H. White, the congregation 
sung the G7*2ii hymn, Rev. Joseph Hall lead- 
ing in prayer. Rev. Coverdale Watson 
having read the 132d Psalm, 

Mr. Jumes Gray read the contents of the 
box which was to be pluctd under the foun- 
dation stone. In it were a Bible, copies of 
the minutes of the British Columbia Con- 
ference, 1891, of the Christian Guardian, 
Methodist Magazine, Colonist and Times, 
a hook in Chinook, certified lists of the 
officials of the church, some 130 curds used 
by the Sunday school children in collecting 
the liist sums raised for the church building 
fund, itc. 

Mr. A. tj. MeLellan, on behalf of the 
Trustees, presented Mrs. David Spencer, 
who had consented to luy the stone, with a 
handsome silver trowel, inscribed: "l'ie- 
scutcil to Mis. David Spencer by the Trus- 
tees of the Centennial Methodist Church, 
Gorge Road, Victoria, liritish Columbia, on 
the occasion of laying the corner stone. 
September 1st, 1891." Mr. MoLellun also 
handed ii r, on behalf of the contractors, 
Messrs. Bradbury & Stewart, a mallet bear- 
ing a plate inscribed, " Centennial Metho- 
dist Church, 1891." 

The stone having been placed in position, 
Mrs. Sptricer, accompanied by her husband, 
.stepped to the ft out, and the mortar having 
been spread, she formally completed the 
work of laying the stone, saying : 

" In the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost, I lay this 
corner stone for the foundation of a house 
™ be builded and consecrated to Almighty 
God, according to the order and usages of 
the Methodist Church. Amen. It gives 
me very great pleasure to be hero upon this 
occasion, and 1 pray that this church about 
to be erected may lie a gi eat blessing to a 
great many peop c, and also that it may be 
a spiritual home for God's people through- 
out all generations." 

Rev. Mr. White spoke of the extreme 
gratification it afforded him to sec the 
hearty response which had been given to 
the invitation of the trustees, lie called 
upon 

Rt. Rev. Bishop Cridge to deliver a few 
remarks. The Bisbop began by a reference 
to his former ministerial associations with 
the father of I he pastor of ihe church, Rev. 
Edward White, who had introduced 
Methodism to this province. He spoke of 
his previous reminiscences of those early 
. associations, and then dwelt upon the grati- 
fying significance of the fact that another 
■ church had become necessary on the Gorge 
.road. He Imped that the church would be 
ifsvored with such blessings, that theie 
should not be room to contain them. 

ttev. Mr. White, in calling upon Hon. 
Mr. Robson, spoke of the hearty manner in 
which he bad co-operated with the Method- 
ists, having personally helped in the actual 
■Construction of ouo of the first churches at 
Westminster. 

Hon, John Robson observed that he had 
very speoUl pleasure in being here, in view 
of the reminiscences referred to by Rev. 
Mr. White. He had been, he was happy to 
say, intimately associated with the first 
church at We»tminster, and upon the main- 
land, having chopped down trees for it and 
with his own hands assisted in building it. 
Ho had had many personal and 
phuaant associations with early Methodism 
and its first minister, whoso single- 
mindedness and devotion had worked 
an immense amount of good on the 
mainland. Within the last few weeks ho 
had had the honor of being connected with 
the laying of the foundation stone of a 
Presbyterian church in Victoria West, and 
to-day he was taking part in a similar cere- 
mony among thu Methodists. He was 
pleased, and well pleased, to witness the 
manner in which differences among church 
Organizations were being merged and that 
clergy and people were joining hand in 
■hand lo present an unbroken phalanx to the 
common enemy. He referred to thu won- 
derful progress that was being made in 
church building and said that no better 
augury for the fut in e could bo found than 
this. It was an indication of the best kind 
■of progress. Disappointment had been ex- 
pressed at tho resu ts of the census of the 
Dominion as a whole. But it showed 
that British Columbia was in every respect 
making progress. There was additional 
cause for thankfulness to God on uccount of 
the good progress which was here being 
, t ,,ade in church building, ailing churches 
and in the evftnglifflltlon of t the people. 



There could, he continued, be no greater 
compliment paid to the pastor than was 
found in the fact that in the second year 
of his pastorate it should have been found 
necessary to build a new church. Ho re- 
called the building of the old edifice when 
Rev. Mr. Wutsou had sold its debts by 
auction, but he never thought that so soon 
u larger building would be required. The 
religious progress of Victoria was of a very 
satisfactory character, tho Presbyterians, 
Methodists and Episcopalians were branch- 
ing out in every direction, and with such 
united gatherings as there had been at Vic- 
toria West and here gave full confidence 
and hope that the Kingdom of Jesus Christ 
was advancing rapidly, and that all the de- 
nominations were enlisted together and 
were fighting for the one cause, and for 
their one King Jesus. 

Addresses were delivered by Rovs. P. 
McF. Macleod, M. L. Rugg, Joseph Hall 
and Coverdale Watson. 

The doxology having been sung, the 
Benediction was pronounced I13 Rev. Mr. 
Townsend.

THE KELLY BROTHERS. 

The tfotorlons Smugglers jfako a Kli-ky Trip 
Across the Stralts-Iu i'erll of 
Their Lives. 

(Seattle Telegraph), 

The customs officers at Port Townsend 
recently seized the schooner U. & I., charged 
with smuggling opium and Chinese. There 
are three vessels, all small sized crafts, 
and all of them have a shady reputation. 
Two of the vessels are sloops and the other 
one a schooner. All of the vessels are 
known to belong to the Kelly Brothers, two 
of the most notorious and daring smugglers 
that ever outwitted the customs officers of 
Puget Sound. Larry Kelly, tho leader, is 
now serving a term of two years on McNeil's 
Island, and was sentenced to pay a tice of 
$5,000, imposed by Judge Hanford. 

Just before Larry was convicted of smug- 
gling, about two months ago, himself and 
brother, Jack Kelly, had a most exciting 
adventure while crossing over from British 
Columbia with a sloop, the U. it L, laden 
with Chinese and opium. 

The schooner U. & I. left the outer wharf 
at. Victoria laden with 18 Chinese and a 
considerable amount of opium. Scarcely 
had the vessel gotten into the straits before 
the revenue cutler Oliver Wolcott was ob- 
served approaching from towards Port 
Townsend, and two .'.team launches from 
oi her directions. A couple of hours later 
darkness would be on, and the smuggler 
immediately headed for the Straits of 
Georgia, and a "spanking" breeze easily 
carried her out of sight of the revenue cut- 
ter. Kelly knew his vessel had been 
spottfd by the officers of the revenue cutter 
and that it was useless for him 10 take any 
chances in the schooner, and he decided to 
transfer his- contraband cargo to one of his 
sloops then at anchor in a well-secreted 
cove, among the lower Sound islands, and 
run his schooner into Port Townsend, and 
then allow the customs officers to seize the 
schooner if they chose, and thereby en- 
deavor to throw the officers otf the trail of 
the sloop loaded with opium and Chinese. 
The ruse was successfully worked. 

The sloop left the cove about midnight, 
and as she. was squaring, away for Whidby 
Island she ran almost under the bow of tho 
cutter Wolcott. The cutter gave chase and 
mistook the schooner which was going to 
Port Townsend for the sloop, and the 
former vessel was followed into thai port 
and captured. A heavy storm from the 
westward commenced, and the sloop was in 
a dangerous >e,i. . A Squall struck the litlle 
craft, and before the occupants recovered 
their senses the sloopiwas capsized and four 
of the Chinese wore drowned. The water 
was fairly alive with human beings. 

Kelly was cool and'caludy gave commands 
to his crew, two white men. Each of the 
men had an iron pin. with which ihey ham- 
mered otT tho Chinese mid drove Ihem 
around to one side of the capsized sloop, 
when she righted. The hatches had been 
fastened down, and but very litlle water 
bad gotten into thu bold. 

The gale continued and frightful swells 
broke over the little vessel willi such rnpittf 
ity that every sea seemed as if it would 
send every soul to Davy Jones' locker. T'lc 
Chinese were 1 huddled! together, screeching 
and yelling like madmen, holding on to jhe 
tailing of the boat lor thefr lives. 

As a piece ot canvas was fastened to the 
mast for a sail and the sloop was standing 
oil' before tho wind, a heavy sea -washed 
another Chinaman off into tho boiling, sea. 

Without further mishap they reached 
Roche Harbor s lortly after daylight, and 
then the storm had subsided. The Chinese 
were crowded into, the hold of the sloop, and 
Kelly, under the guise of a farmer, bailed 
W. B. Spencer, deputy collector of customs, 
and asked that, he get him an anchor for his 
s'oop atid some light provisions. The oblig- 
ing ollicer did as requested, not dreaming of 
the prize almost within his grasp. The 
sloop departed for Whidby Island, where 
the cargo was landed. Kelly lost three 
valuable rifles when his boat capsized, be- 
sides several other things. Kelly's two men 
left the business with a fully determined 
vow neve? to risk their lives again in such 
un enterprise.

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4 STUTTERING SCHOLARS. 

I.nrRO Numbers of Tlicm In tlio Public 
i„ i Schools of Germany. 

1 Some alarm has been created in Ger- 
many by the. recent publication of the 
official report and statistics of educa- 
tion, which show that anions the chil- 
dren now attending the public schools 
in Emperor William's dominions there 
are no less than eighty thousand af- 
flicted with the defect of speech known 
as stammering. The city of Breslau 
alone, says the Chicago Mail, contrib- 
utes a quota of twenty-four hundred 
stuttering children to the total; and in 
some places the number of stammerers 
attains the large proportion of ten per 
cent, of the school attendance. 

Realizing the growth as well as the 
gravity of the mischief, the German 
government has for some months past 
devoted considerable attention to the 
subject, and has gathered together 
much interesting information tiuout the 
matter. The most valuable report is 
that contributed by lh\ Gutzmann, so 
well known throughout the world for 
•his successful teachings of deaf mutes, 
and whose i».oscnce from the interna- 
tional Convention of instructors of deaf 
mu.t-> s recently in session in New York 
'was a matter of sincere regret to the 
delegates. 

According to Dr. Gutzmann, whose 
report has been adopted and published 
by the German government, involun- 
tary mimicry plays a great part in stut- 
tering. Like yawning, it is catching. 
The quicker a child is and the more im- 
itative, the more, apt it is to imbibe any 
defects of speech on the part of those 
by whom it is surrounded. Conclusive 
evidence of the contagious nature of 
stammering is to be found in the fact 
that the number of stutterers in a 
school increases steadily as the chil- 
dren pass upward from class to class, 
in the public schools of Uerlin, for in- 
stance, the number of stammerers 
among the children in the lowest class 
was 0.. r >'J of the total force of the class. 
This proportion rose from year to year, 
as the children passed upward in the 
educational scale, unti^iii the highest 
class the percentage was discovered to 
be 1.151, or more than three times the 
number found when the same children 
were in the lowest qj^iss. 

Comprehending that it would be only 
with special care and particular pre- 
caution on the part of the teachers that 
the public schools could be prevented 
from becoming centers for the propaga- 
tion of the grave defect of stuttering, 
the German government has encouraged 
Dr. Gutzmann to start a special course 
of scientific instruction for public 
school-teachers showing them how to 
deal with the stammerers, and the 
public' schools in all parts of Germany 
have now sent teachers to Uerlin for 
the purpose of .acquiring Dr. Gutz- 
mann's method. So satisfied is the em- 
peror with the latter that he has taken 
a leading part in securing its general 
adoption by all the educational institu- 
tions in his dominions. 



THE "BEAU BRUMMELL" TIP. 

J lints to Those Who Wish to Acquire the 
Latent Mode of Salutation. 

If a young gentleman feels that it is 
his imperative auty to be thoroughly 
conversant with all the latest kinks, 
fads and wrinkles of modern society, 
. says the Cleveland Leader, he must at 
once learn the "ISeau Hrummull" style 
•of tipping the hat. This is an acquired 
art, as a relish for olives is an acquired 
taste to most people. The best way to 
become familiar with the new style is 
to stand in front of a mirror and prac- 
tice steadily for a week or two.

TelcffruiilierH Who Reveal CluirncterUtlcs 
by tlio Tlclis of Their Machines. 
The telegraph operators of this city 
are noted the world over as experts, 
ssvys the Philadelphia Record. Not 
only arc they masters of their art as a 
elass, but many of them have developed 
the wonderful faculty of reading ehar- 
aeter by the sharp ticks that emanate 
from the little brass instruments. For 
instance, any old-time operator who 
ranks as a first-rater can tell by the- 
tick of the machine in Philadelphia- 
what manner of man is at the other 
end of the wire, no matter whctherTie 
be in Chicago, New York or any other 
distant city. Just as bank cashiers 
recognize the signatures of old cus- 
tomers, so do telegraphers identify 
friends by their "sending" or writing. 

The fast, jerky sender who stops 
every few minutes to tighten this screw 
or loosen that spring or to talk with 
his deskmate easily tells the receiver 
that he is a nervous, irresponsible 
young man of little experience and less 
judgment; he warns the receiver to be 
on constant watch for errors, for which 
he will shirk any responsibility. With- 
out having definite reason to say so, 
the receiver will not hesitate to assert 
that such a sender would lie himself 
out of any difficulty that might arise. 

The fearless, manly telegrapher is 
the man 
Morse, fa 
withal, and sends ''all the time." This-, 
man seldom has "eases." lie impresses 
the receiver at once that he is inva- 
riably correct, lie never stops for bad 
copy, because he always reads a mes- 
sage ahead of the one he is sending, and 
returns any Ik; cannot decipher to the 
clerks before starting it. This sort of a 
man has a friend in every olliee. All 
the students and operators in way sta- 
tions know him. They recognize hflr. 
sending and appeal to him as wuuJSdla. 
child to an older brother. 

The .sneak is quickly discovered' and ! 
promptly -'roasted.'' lie sends slowly 
and with an aggravating drag, lie > 
never swears on the wire, which,. by the 
way, is certain to be rewarded by dis- ■ 
missal if reported, although a majority 
of operators are more or less profane. 
While this man may not have been in 
the business at the time of any strike, - 
he ia certain to he called a "scab" by 
all the out-of-town men, with whom ho 
has frequent spats. 

Practical jokers and witty men are ■ 
generally indifferent operators, but usu- 
ally have a reputation reaching f rom • 
San Francisco to lioston, which always 
secures them work at good salaries. 
Their characteristics are denoted by the 
small amount of business they handle, 
notwithstanding the fact that they • 
seem to work every minute. They ; 
make all sorts of blunders and worry 
the receiver sick, depending upon their- 
good humor and new stories to square 
matters. 

Dude operators, like their funny 
brethren, are poor artists, but they ate 
fortunate in acquiring "reputations." 
They never need tell the receiver that 
they love dress and think. of little else. 
Their frequent stops and silly chatter 
between messages tells it for them. 
After six montlus working with an op- 
erator of this sort the receiver could de- 
scribe him almost to a positive exact- 
ness without ever having seen him or ■ 
heard him described 1 . 

.Surly, morose, and tramp operators 
are alike as to ability. They are all 
line, telegraphers. Their characters are 
well defined by silence, and they are 
distinguished one from the other by 
bits of information regarding' other ■ 
cities dropped from day to day by the 
tramps.

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Till: YOUNG EMPEROR. 

The subject of I ho character sketch in 
the August number of the Review of lie- 
views is William II., Emperor of Ger- 
many. Mr. Stead gives a lively description 
of the young Emperor, and makes him re- 
aenihlo a sensational journalist, " born in 
fcUe purple," Lord Randolph Churchill, Na- 
poleon Bonaparte and General Gordon. The 
reader gels a little puzzled .is ho proceeds, 
and .almost fears that he will, before the 
writer is done tracing resemblances, de- 
clare that the young German ruler so fond 
of show and, having such a liking for thea- 
trical effect, reminded him ot no one so 
much as Houlinger. lint ho did not com- 
mit that absurdity, although at times he ap- 
peared to be on the very verge of per- 
petrating some such atrocious blunder. 

The edilor of the Review of Reviews is 
impiesscd with the Emperor's wonderful 
activity and the very high opinion ho has of 
himself, and of the work he has been called 
to do. He has not yet niado up bis mind 
whether he is u man of genius or not, or 
whether he la in earnest in what he says 
with respect to his desire to keep the peace 
in Europe. He says : 

"There is a certain overstrained em- 
phasis about the pacific protestions of the 
young Teutonic Mars which make us un- 
easy. Mithiuks the Kaiser doth protest 
too much." / 

After quoting one of the Emperor's strong 
declarations, that with the assistance of 
Heaven he will be able to govern his country 
in peace, Mr. Stead goes on to say : — 

"If one were only God Almighty all 
would go well ! No doubt. But when one 
is not (iod Almighty 1 Ah, then, uecidents 
will happen even in tlio best regulated 
families. And if, through any untoward 
event, which can only he too easily imagined, 
tin's impulsive young man wero to arrive at 
one of his firm convictions that peace could 
-only be attained through war, why then, 
who knows how soon, relying upon the 
.assistance of Heaven, he might plunge for 
■war as heivily as he now plunges tor peace. 
He is the crowned plunger of the Continent, 
and a plunger who can carry three millions 
of armed fighting men with him into the 
abyss is a portent indeed." 

This is not u little uncharitable, and looks 
very much as if the writer was writing tor 
effect rather than with a sincere desire to 
come at the plain and prosaic truth with 
respe ct tj the character and aims i f the 
German Emperor. \\ ould it not have been 
Attter to take the Kaiser at his word, and 
: -give him credit for really desiring peace, 
and of being pnpared to make some sacri- 
fices to insure its continuance. He has, 
since he begun to feel the responsibilities of 
his position, spoken so often and so earnestly 
of his love of peace and of his hope that it 
should continue that it appears both un- 
reasonable and uncharitable to conclude 
that he does not mean what he 
says, and that, behind his professions 
and protestations, there is a longing tor 
military distinction and a hope that the 
opportunity may come that will enable him 
to show to the world that he has inherited 
the military genius of the most gifted and 
4 he most renowned of the Hohenzollorns. 
His short speech at the Guildhall, London, 
only a few weeks ago, was so simple mid so 
apparently sincere that it appears almost 
wicked to suppose that it was not con- 

■ ceived in the most perfect good faith. He 
said: — 

•"My aim is above all the maintenance 

■ of peace, lor peace alone can give I he con- 
fidence which is necessary to the healthy 
development of science and trade. Only as 
long as peace reigns are we utliborty to bestow 
earnest thoughts upon Ihe great problems, 
the solution of which in faiiness and iquity | 
I consider tlie most prominent duty ol our | 
times. You may rest assured, therefore, ! 
that I shall continue to do my best to main- 
tain, and constantly to increase, the good] 
relations between Germany and other 
'nations, ami that 1 shall always be found 
ready to unite with you in a common labor 
for peaceful progress, friendly intercourse, 
and the advancement of civilization." 

These words were worthy the ruler of a 
■great nation, who realizes the blessings of 
peace and who knows what suffering and 
misery war brings in its train. The esti- 
mate of tlio German Emperor's character 
.eent to tlio editor by " An observer in ller- 
!in" seems to us much more just than tlio 
one Mr. .Stead has formed. It is this : 

" I bolicvo in him. He scorns to be a man 
with u very eootl head upon his shoulders, 
and a desire to do what is right. Ho is 
headstrong, and has complete confidence in 
himself. Whether this be a defect or an 
advantage depends upon his wisdom. 
.Strang" lo say, being a German, he is not a 
-doctrinaire. He Ins the feelmg that as 
■Ilea I of the nation, it is his duty lo guide it, 
..and, KB far as he can, to inllict his M ill upon 
•it. but, in carrying out this view, he w ill 
not be guided by simple theories. He will 
take circumstances into account, and show 
judgment us well as an inflexibility of pur- 
jmosu. His general life is guided by a high 
ttftandand. He represses, as far as be can, 
by example, all the usual vices of 
' society f is a good husband and 
father ; and one of his aims is to 
■give a healthy, moral tone, wherever his 
ljufluhnce reaches. Ho submits to no inflti- 
-euce, and I DDI not quite sure Hint he is not 
aiiCle hard and a little hasty in his jud- 
Clients about persons and their actions. His 
line if a litt lu too hardly drawn. If a man 
as no*, abovo it, lie is below it, and very few 
are .coiistaiuly above." 

This is the picture of a good man, and, if 
It resembles the Emperor of Germany, Ids 



reign cannot but be bouefieiul to his sub- 
jects in many ways; and, from what WS can 
see, it is, in its main features, the estimate 
which the world at large, having for their 
data his public acts, is forming of the 
Kaiser. 



NOT A PROPHET. 

The Times on Monday based its loading 
article on some political predictions ven- 
tured by the Toronto Globe. Those who 
place any reliance on the prophetic powers 
of the chief Liberal organ must have an 
extraordinary capacity for believing. The 
confident predictions of that paper have so 
often proved to be so absurdly wido of the 
mark that it is reasonable to conclude that 
what it foretells will not only not come to 
pass, but that something else entirely differ- 
ent will be sure to happen. The Globe pre- 
dicts that there will he a general election 
before the end of the year, and the credu- 
lous Times greedily swallows the extra- 
ordinary prophesy at a single gulp. It does 
not wait to ask one question, or to express 
a single doubt,. Although the journal that 
could speak so confidently of the 
Government's intentions must be in 
its confidence, and although every one 
outside the lunatic asylums knows that the 
Globe i - the last paper in the Dominion to 
which state secrets would be imparted, 
our evening contemporary evidently pre- 
sumes that it has obtained information that 
has been denied to the men and tlio jour- 
nals supporting the administration, For it 
must be presumed that our contemporary 
beliercs that the prediction is based on in- 
formation obtained in some wonderful way. 
It surely does not expect its intelligent 
readers to place any reliance on the random 
guesses of the Toronto organ. That would, 
indeed, be to take for granted that they do 
not possess the faintest glimmering of com- 
mon sense. 

The conjectures of the Times itself would 
bo entitled to us much respect as the 
groundless surmises of the discredited 
Toronto Globe. If our contemporary is 
going into the guessing business, it should 
do so on its own account. It is 
quite as able to see through n mill- 
stone as its Toronto co-laborer in 
the Liberal cause, and its vaticinations 
uro quite as likely to prove to he true. 
It is hardly possible to imagine anything 
more improbable or anything more unworthy 
the serious attention of any sensible man 
than the rumor that the Government, which 
is only a few months old, and -which since 
its fonration has been, by no act of its own, 
plunged into a slough of serious difficulties, 
should of its own free choice appeal to the 
country. It has cut out for itself some very 
important work, and it is altogether improb- 
able that it will dissolve Parliament before 
it has given itself the chance of seeing 
whether or not it can be done. 

Mr. Abbott will not go lo the country 
until be has proved bis ability to re organize 
the civil service, and place it on a sounder 
basis than that on which it now rests, and 
has done something towards making it im- 
possible for a combination of contractors, 
politicians and civil servants to rob the 
people. The indications are that the Gov- 
ernment will address itself vigorously to 
this task, and not rest until it is completed. 
There is not the faintest indication any- 
where that a general election, within a year, 
is contemplated. The theories and expecta- 
tions that are based upon an early appeal to 
the people are, therefore, mere oaslles in 
the air, which will soon disappear like what 
they are, the baseless fabric of the vision of 
a shallow-brained partisan.

TEACHERS AND TEACHING. 



Jliss Armstrong Upturns from the 
Convention Killed With Enthusi- 
asm and New Ideas. 



What Our Educational System Needs 
to Make it Perfect— Beginning 
and End 



One of the most important lessons taught 
by the recent great gathering of teachers, 
ut Toronto, was the value of united action. 

So thinks und so says Miss Armstrong, 
principal of the Victoria Girls' School, who 
has only just got back from the great con- 
vention, with which sho was thoroughly 
well pleased. In discussing her visit to tho 
East, yesterday, she remarked: "One 
thing I have learned — it is time for us to 
put aside our little, petty differences, and 
begin to work together in the true interest 
of education. Universities, colleges, schools 
and kindergartens each have their distinct 
part to perform, but the objects for which 
ull are aiming aro the same. The great 
peculiarity of those thousands of workers 
in the schools of the United States, I 
found to he their single-heartedness and 
devotion to their chosen profession. 
The Americans seem to regard school teach- 
ing more as a fixed profession than do the 
Canadians — too many of our own people 
use the teacher's desk merely as a stepping- 
stone. The Americans, too, ure never con- 
tent with teaching by the text-books; they 
are constantly on the look-out for new i leus. 
The Convention to me showed clearly the 
necessity of normal und kindergurti n schools 
in connection with our educational system 
in British Columbia. 

" Industrial education :in schools fell flat 
with the Convention— almost everybody 
went against it. The teachers said that the 
methods of instruction now pursued would, 
if the experiment were tried, prove not only 
most workable, but best in every way. If in- 
dustrial education should be introduced in the 
common schools, it was feared that it would 
crowd book education out, and these schools 
of trade would graduate not well informed 
ladies and gentlemen, but skilled laborers — 
nothing more. 

"One particularly interesting feature of the 
convention was the exhibition of pupils' 
work, from all purls rif the United States 
as well as Canada. The schools of Toronto 
however, shone brighter than any others. 
There, form, color and sound are part cf the 
Studies of the lowest forms, and the pupils 
gradually increase their acquaintance with 
drawing, painting and music as they mount 
from class to class. The work of the senior 
divisions, I can assure you, is in the highest, 
degree creditable. Tie school children of 
Toronto gave a concert while the 20,000 
teachers were in the city, and not only did 
the programme contain many beautiful 
pieces, but the manner of teaching the tonic 
sol-fa system was also well illustrated. 

" Ot the convention, what cm 
one suy, when there is so much 
to say? Ivory teicher, at its close, 
went home « itb new interest in tho work, 
ami with enthusiasm. In stirring all up to 
accomplish more than ever, it did good ; 
and it was also instrumental in bringing to 
our assistance the thoughts of the greatest 
educators of America. Principal Grant, 
representing Canadian teachers, was, in the 
opinion of n. any, the greatest speaker of 
the convention ; the papers of Mr. Goggin, 
principal of the Winnipeg Normal school ; 
and of Mrs Hughes, on kindergarten work, 
were also able and moat instructive." 

At the close of the convention, a meet- 
ing was held in tho Normal school for tho 
purpose of taking steps toward tho organiza- 
tion of a Canadian association on the same 
lir.es as the National Educational Associa- 
tion. Hon. G. VV. Ross, Ontario's minister 
of education, presided, and every province 
of Canada was represented. Hon. Mr. Robson 
spoke for British Columbia, und spoke well. 
The preliminaries aro now being arranged, 
and it is confidently expected that the as- 
sociation will be uble to hold its own meet- 
ing next year. 

Helena's invitation to the association to 
hold its next session there is as unique as it 
is beautiful, The invitation itself is en- 
graved on shoets of solid silver, the size of 
note paper, with gold tracery of (lowers and 
foliage set in diamonds and rubies. It is 
said that Qfteen of Helena's millionaires 
bore all tho expense. 

"Of course," observed Miss Armstrong, 
" Helena means business. To get such u 
meeting as that of the National Educational 
Association means to get a lot of money und 
a fine advertisement. There were at least 
'JO, (KID teachers in Toronto, and not one 
spent less than $20 to $50, besides hotel bills 
and such necessaries. During the Conven- 
tion 1 attended many meetings, but at none 
did I find an audience of fewer than five 
thousand."

HEAT CAUSED A WRECK- 

A Sacramento Passenger Train Dashed to 
Pieces Over a Tregtli", Through the 
Kails Expanding. 

Sacramento, Aug. 31. — One of tho most 
frightful accidents that has ever been 
chronicled on the California Pacific, hap- 
pened this afternoon. The No. 305, regu- 
lar local passenger train, pulled out of the 
depot on time, and started on its way to 
San Francisco and way stations. The train 
was well filled with passengers, and cue of 
the most experienced engineers on the road 
had hold of the throttle. Conductor Wells 
had charge of the train. 

Nothing more wus heard of the train 
with its precious loul of human freighr, till 
about 4 o'clock, when Brakcman Newlanda 
rushed breathlessly into Supt. Wright's 
office and announced that the train had 
been wrecked on the trestlo, just this side 
of Webster station. This is about seven 
miles out o' lowU 

Nowlands was not able to give much in- 
formation, for he had beon ordered by Con- 
ductor Wells to rush to town and report the 
accident, and when he arrived he was out of 
breath. 

Assistant Superintendent Jones ordered 
a special train to proceed at once to the 
scene of the wreck, and a yard engine with 
two coaches proceeded to the scene. 

R. E. Parsons, the well-known agent of 
the Sacramento Transfer Company, gave it 
Bee reporter a graphic account of the di- 
saster, which caused the loss of one life 
and tho maiming of eleven men, no women 
or children being among the hurt. 

" \V r e were going along at a lively clip, as 
the train always does at that point," said 
Mr. Parsons, "when a sudden jerk told 
those in the forward cars that something 
was wrong. I was sitting in the smoker, 
and before I could guess what had hap- 
pened the car went over on its side and 
then over ogiifn with a frightful crash. 

" People tlew in all directions, windows 
broke, and the sides of the car were crushed 
in. Wc fell, it seemed, a distance of 100 
feet, though tho fact is the trestle at that 
point is only 12 or 15 feet high. 

" Wo got out of the wreck as soon as we 
could after the bottom was reached, amid 



the wildest confusion. Men shouted and 
shrieked nnd scrambled for the window 
openings and doors. 

"The Wells-Forgo car, the combined 
baggago and mail car, the parlor car, in 
which were about a dozen peoplo, and the 
smoker were piled in a mass of wreckage, 
although happily they did not pile upon one 
another." 

Mr. Parsons did not loso his head, al- 
though the blood flowed freely from a 
wound in his forehead. He bandaged the 
wound with u pocket handkerchief, and, as 
soon as ho could, proceeded to ascertain the 
cause of tho accident. 

" It was, without a doubt, a spread rail," 
said Mr. Parsons, " and the heat did it. 
The engine passed over safely, running 
along the edge ot the tics, but keeping its 
place on the trostle." 

From a reliable source it was learned that 
the rails at the wreck were all new, having 
been laid but a year or so ago. There is 
little doubt that the heat occasioned the ex- 
pansion or spread that cuused the frightful 
accident. 



CAPTAIN BILL COMMITTED. 

Us will be Tried in tan Speedy Trials' Court 
for Resculus a Prisoner. 

There was an unusually largo gathering 
of Indians in police court, yesterday 
morning, when Capt. Bill was arraigned 
and charged with having rescued a prisoner 
from Officer Smith. 

On the previous day the captain had been 
lined $50 and costs, or three mouths' im- 
prisonment, for an assault upon Officer Red- 
grave. He accepted the alternative, but 
his friends subsequently made up the 
amount of the tine nnd paid it into court, 
thinking thereby to secure the liberation of 
William. They were sadly disappointed, 
however, when they discovered that $50 
did not obtain for their friend live minutes' 
freedom, for no sooner did ho issue from 
without the prison precincts than he was 
re-arrested on the charge of rescuing a 
prisoner, and was again taken back to his 
cell The gathering in the court room, yes- 
terday morning, may be described us a 
meeting of disappointed subset ibers to the 
Capt. Bill amnesty fund. Evidence was ad- 
duced to prove tho prisoner's guilt, and 
there was no attempt at a defence. 
The magistrate returned tho captain for 
trial, anil then followed a very important 
lecture, delivered to the assembled Indians 
by Chief Sheppard, through an interpreter. 
The chief became eloquent in the Chinook, 
and Charley almost demonstrative in the 
native vocabulary. He told his fellow 
tribesmen (and women) that they must be 
law abiding, otherwise they wonld be 
severely punished. With an upward look 
of agony, a gutteral chuck, and the thumb 
and forefinger orr the throat, he indicated 
that should tho life of a white man be sacri- 
ficed at their hands those implicated in the 
crime would be hanged. A scattering of 
the hands and arms taught the wholesome 
lesson that tho tribe would be scattered by 
the pale faces should his hearers not behave 
themselves. The rubbiHg of the eyes, ac- 
companied by facial contortions, gave an 
idea of the grief such a catastrophe would 
occasion, and the stern closing sentence— it 
sounded well in Chinook— made it apparent 
that all that was said wus meant. The lec- 
ture, which was listened to throughout 
with the greatest attention, appeared to 
make quite an impression on the dusky 
auditors. It was explained to Cupt. Bill 
that he might elect to be tried under the 
Speedy Trials' Act, a course which he will 
doubtless adopt. Thero are a greater num- 
ber of Indians in the city at present thun 
has been her? lor a long time past Most 
of them are en ro^e to the .bop faelds after 
the fishing season.

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THE INTERIOR PRESS. 

Robbery at Nelson-Two Clerk8 Held. Up by a 
Masked lliin— Railroad Accident Near 
Spront. 

The town of Nelson was startled on Satur- 
day night last by the news of a most daring 
robbery ut the .C.P.R. station there. 
About ten o'clock a masked man shoved a 
big revolver through the window of the 
station and covered the agent, who wua in 
front of a table facing the window. The 
robber commanded the agent to hold up his 
hands, and the demand was complied with. 
Next he informed his subject that he would 
shoot, lie handed a rope to the agent and 
told him to tie up his assistant, who was in 
the adjoining room. The agent quickly 
complied, when the cool burglar demanded 
all the moneys and valuable papers 
in the safe, keeping the pistol point- 
ed at his victim the while. The agent 
proceeded to hand out, the cool robber 
pocketing the wealth with avidity. He 
then informed the iigent that he had brought 
a rope to the Charlie Rykerfc with, expect- 
ing to meet him there, and in proof of his 
assertion he handed another piece of rope 
through the window, lie gaily now said 
good-bye to his victim, and after promising 
to semi him a box of cigars took his depar- 
ture: The clerks immediately gave the 
alarm, but the burglar was gone and has 
not been heard of yet. 

A railroad man named Anderson, known 
to his companions us " Pete," was killed on 
the C. A It. railway, near Sproat, last Mon- 
day. He fell oil' the train unobserved, the 
wheels passing over his leg. He died soon 
after he was found. 

The second basket pionio of the C. P. R. 
employees ami their friends was held at 
Shuswap Tuesday, August 23th. The day 
was a delightful one to spend in the rural 
groves and resorts at Shuswap, and a far 
larger number attended this year than on 
the previous occasion. 

Before leaving for tlia.coast, Mr. Ellis, of 
Pentieton, paid the import duty at Osooyos 
on !>,(XJO sheep, which the P. C. Cattle Co. 
have imported from Oregon. Six thousand 
of the sheep are now being driven by eaty 
stages along the west shore of Okanogan 
Lake, their destination being the Chilootiu 
country. The remaining 3,000 will be 
turned out on the ranges in the lower 
country. So far no sheep have been lot-t. 
They ure being driven by nine men, assisted 
I y a multitude of dogs. 

Harvest at Enderby is all but completed, 
and very seldom has a better crop been got 
in; both in weight and quality it is con- 
siderably ahead of previous years. Some of 
the earlier farms have already threshed. 

AMERICAN NEWS. 



The ainlcsvUlc Bridge Dl*ii»tcr. 

Statksvillb, N.C., Aug'.H.— Jury in the 
Boston bridge disaster case brought in a 
verdict, to-day, attributing the wreck to 
a loose rail from which the spikes had been 
removed by unknown persons. The jury 
found also several cross ties nor the loose 
rail unsound, and censured the railroad 
company for running trains over the bridge, 
the superstructure of which they found to 
be detective for a hi(rh rate of speed. 



A Slory Tor » mrk Kuasell- 

New York, Aug. 31. — The steamship 
Arizona, which arrived this morning, brought 
with her eight members of the crew of the 
ship Seagull, which was wrecked in a terii- 
fic gale of wind on the African coast. There 
were L'li, all told, in the Seagull's crew, and 
of these all were drowned Save the eight 
men picked up by the Arizona. Whin the 
Arizona found them, they were floating on a 
small raft in the middle of the 
Atlantic and frantically waving signals 
of distress. All of them were 
terribly emaciated from hunger and expos- 
ure, and some were hardly able to stand 
when lifted to the Arizona's deck. On 
board the big steumship everything was 
done for their comfort, and when they ar- 
rived here they were much improved in con- 
dition. The officers,- as well us passengers, 
among whom there was considerable excite- 
ment, showered attentions upon the ship- 
wrecked men. The eight survivors are the 
lirat mate, the cook, and six of the crew. 

The Dophlns Mill Contest. 

New York, Aug. 31.— It is learned to- 
day that a determined effort is to be made 
to break the will by which Mrs. Edwin P. 
Searles bequeathed solely to her second hus- 
band, the thirty or more millions left her 
by her first husband, Mark Hopkins. 
Twenty-one blood relatives of the dead 
woman have combined with her adopted 
son, Timothy Hopkins, of San Francisco, to 
contest the will, on the ground that 
undue influence was exerted upon her to 
make her husband her sole legate!!, and it 
will be claimed, besides, that she was not 
in sound mental condii ion when she exe- 
cuted the will. Timothy Hopkins, it is 
said, has refused §3,000,000 to withdraw 
his opposition to the probata of bis adopted 
mother's will, ami will, on September loth, 
file his claim. 

TIlC Allen Labor Law. 

WASHINGTON, August 31. — Immigrant 
Commissioner Owen, to-day directed thut 
the four laborers who recently arrived from 
Canada, be returned to that country, hav- 
ing come into the United States in violation 
of the Alien labor law. The men were em- 
ployed by David Meyers, of Pittsburg, N. 

Hnrdered "by Tramps. 

Monroe, Mich., Aug. 111.— John Wilkin- 
son and his wife were robbed and mmdered 
by two tramps, Saturday afternoon, at their 
farm near here. The motive of the tramps 
was robbery. They found the couple ut 
home, late in the afternoon, and 
demanded from Wilkinson a sum of 
money, which they had ascertained 
he had recently received. Wilkinson re- 
fused, w hereupon the tramps set upon the 
fanner and his wife, and after beating them 
almost to insensibility, tortured them in the 
most crud manner, in the hope of 
extorting from them the hiding 
place of the money. Failing in this, 
the trumps became enraged and finished 
their fiendish work by murdering the 
couple. Retribution, however, was quick 
and justice of the most summary nature 
was dealt out to them. A ten-year old 
son of Wilkinson, wdio hud been outside, 
heard the shrieks of his mother, 
and gave the alarm. The trumps 
fled, but were hotly pursued by a posso of 
citizens, who came upon them near Muybee 
station. They were not even given time to 
suy their prayers, hut were at once phot by 
the infuriated citizens. The bodies were 
completely riddled with bullets. 

For Ways Hint are l»urlt. Etc. 

Rochester, N. Y., Aug. 31. — It appears 
that a largo number of Chinamen ore 
arriving in this country by way of Canada, 
The plan of their introduction hero is 
peculiar. They reach the towns lying 



along the Canadian border, ami there is a 
permanent oli'er of §100 to any one who will 
land them on United States soil, the China- 
men themselves taking tho chance of safety, 
after reaching this side. It is suspected 
that a number of Chinamen have arrived at 

Eoints near Charlotte, leaving the steamer 
eforo reaching port, and being taken in 
small boats thence to land. 



PLUMPER'S PASS. 

Rapid Piogrtli and Satisfactory Devt lonnient 
of ilayue Island. 

The sun of prosperity that is now visiting 
all parts of British Columbia has not ne- 
glected these beautiful islands, and wo are 
now enjoying its genial warmth, as brought 
about by our paternal and far-seeing Gov- 
ernment. 

That old veteran, Mr. Clark, has just 
lengthened and strengthened Muyne Island 
wharf, and is at present busily engaged in 
erecting a new wharf on Galiano Island. 
Mr. Deacon, our now road muster, bus just 
put through a very creditable road, from 
the wharf to tho lighthouse, although it is 
to be regretted thut one hundred dollars of 
this appropriation might hare been put to 
better advantage had one settler not refused 
right of way, thereby causing the road to 
take a circuitous and unnecessary course of 
ut least a mile. Tins is to he deplored, as 
every dollar was required to make good 
and lasting work. 

The lightning that has played such havoc 
on tho valuable timber of the Mainland, by 
tire, has not left us without a similar record 
of anxiety and disaster. Three bush tires 
raged simultaneously, ami many a settler 
heaved a sigh of thankfulness when the rain 
fell, quenching the tires and bringing rest to 
those whose duty it was to fight it. 

As is well known, our waters teem with 
fish. Herring, halibut, cod, sardines, salmon 
and dog fish are here found in millions, and 
only wait the opening of markets for proper 
development. 

All the lands are now taken up, and 
there is a steady growth and improvement 
perceptible on every side. The forest is 
steadily going down before the axe of the 
settler, new buildings are going up every- 
where, some of a very substantial nature, 
and what with the wharf and now road, 
the united thanks of the settlers ure due to 
our far-seeing Government, and to Mr. 
liooth, our representative in the House of 
Assembly, for their co-operation in tho 
march of improvement. 

We now have a daily mail service, car- 
ried by the ably managed steamers of the 
C. P. N. Company, two stores, a school- 
house, post ollice and money order oliice. 

It seems a pity that the companies lock- 
ing up our valuable coiil fields, onuld not be 
induced to operate them, more especially us 
they are doubly injuring our advancement, 
by not allowing settlers to work the surface 
rights.

ISLAND TRADE DEVELOPMENT. 

To rilK EDITOR :— It is doubtful whether 
those of your correspondents who take most 
interest in the extension of the Island Kail- 
way have ever taken the trouble to think 
over what the requirements of the country 
arc, and what is the general method of pro- 
gressive development in similar cases. A 
railway is not a lirst necessity in any coun- 
try that is well served hy navigable water ; 
but a second necessity after the develop- 
ment of its resources by water so far from 
the coast line that they cannot be served 
any further by this means. In a heavily 
timbered country, with good merchantable 
timber, the logger has to prepare the way 
for the farmer, and the former will fell bis 
first trees as close to the water as possible. 
The settlement takes place in the natural 
order of things along the waters' edge ; the 
logger comes on the ground first, the fanner 
afterwards, and both require a good steam- 
boat in order to carry on their operations. 
The fish canning industry can be well served 
by a good steamboat, also, for reasons of a 
like kind — call the preceding reasons, for 
the sake of simplicity, number one — and 
next consi ler what lb necessary to the 
prosecution of the industries under the head 
of number one and call this lust number 
two. Now, in order to make settlement 
attractive, there must be regular means of 
communication, so that the pioneer can 
count upon the sale of his products and the 
delivery of his supplies. Ho must have 
means of communicating with those for 
whom he is working, and they must be con- 
stant, regular and without fail. This is 
number two. It follows that the existence 
of number one requires that of number two. 
A great many persons fail to appreciate the 
comparative merits of modern railroads and 
.steamboats. Tho steamboat as a machine 
has within late years improved so much 
more than a railroad as to leave the latter 
by comparison very far behind. With refer- 
ence to the cost of their carrying power, a 
railroad, as con. pared with a steamboat, is 
a very one-horse affair. If it were possible 
to run steamboats on dry land, the railroad 
occupation of the C. P. K. would bo gone 
to-morrow, A good modern steamboat can 
beat the lime of the Vancouver Island rail- 
way every day in the week. 

There is no immediate necessity to build 
a railway to the north end of the island; 
hut there is u necessity for running a tirst- 
olass steamer from Victoria through to 
Queen Charlotte Islands, up the east coast 
and down the west coast, or vice versa, 
whether such steamer would pay a divi- 
dend or not, is a question. If not, she 
should be run under a guarantee of the Do- 
minion and Provincial Governments, and she 
should be at least a 17-kuot boat. She 
should cull at all important points on both 
sides of the Island, and her course should 
be defined, so as to accommodate marginal 
traffic of all kinds. 

Such a boat should not, in the first in- 
stance, run at night, but in daylight, be- 
tween the hours usually devoted to their 
daily avocations by working people, and 
her nightly stopping places should be well- 
chosen. 

It will be in round numbers 200 miles 
from Victoria to the centre of the Queen 
Charlotte Islands, and returning by the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, 
B*y, 250, or 450 nautical miles — siy 
500 nautical miles for the round trip. Such 
u boat, stopping frequently and running 
only in working hours, would make pro- 
bably 120 miles per day, and her round trip 
would, therefore, be one of four days and 
some hours, in round numbers. To serve 
tho public interest well, she should not be 
stinted in fuel j but, inasmuch as it costs 
four or five times as much to run a steam- 
boat at 17 knots as it does at 10 knots, (so 
fur as fuel is concerned), such a bout could 
scarcely be expected to earn a dividend 
liming the first days of operation, and 
should, therefore, lie well subsidized, or run 
under a guarantee. The quickest way to 
get the Island Railway and the Canadian 
Western built will be to 
writing impracticabilities and 
ing impossible charters, nm 
atciwl thereof let the Board of Trn 
other bodies interested, fin 1 nut fr 
C.P.N.Co. what would to the lo wist 
at which they could perforin such a 
and immediately apply to tho government 
interested to provide tho necessary funds. 
It is easy to suggest multifarious schemes 
that would redound to the prosperity of 
various interests, ami if nil could be carried 
out, WO .should have ic suits to rival the far- 
famed Utopia. But the limitations to 
practicabilities require tho exercise of dis- 
cretion and common sense, which are the 
agencies sought to bo rocomtrciulod to Van- 
couver Islanders in the present emergency. 
It will be well to remember that creeping 
generally precedes walking, and also that 
half a loaf is better than no bread. In no 
long time tho business created by the sor- 
vice here suggested would pay a fair re- 
turn, and the progress ol settlement work- 
ing inward and backward, be BuUIeient to 
justify the building of a railway as well.
